New York, Dec. 12—Although the ef- 


forts of counsel to secure bail for her 
have so far ended 
in failure, Mrs. 


Chadwick told a keeper in prison this 
morning that she had great hopes of 
securing a bondsman today and there- 
by obtaining her freedom. Upon vhat 
she based her hopes for release she did 
not state. 


Mrs. Chadwick sleot well last night 


and as a resnlt arose at 7 o'clock this 
morning feeling quite chipper. When 
she had completed breakfast she was 
handed a telegram from Paris, presum 
ably from her husband. The contents 
of the cablegrams she refused to re- 
veal. Mrs. Chadwick 
then began 


reading the morning newspapers and 
Avhile reading one of then-, she had a 
severe attack of nervousness. The at- 
tack, it is believed, resulted from the 
reading of an interview with her hus- 
band in Paris, in which he said that 
he had not even the 
suggestion of 


knowledge concerning the allegation 
that her business dealings aggregate 
millions Ho also declared that he was 
certain that his wife never knew An- 
drev-' Carnegie, and that she did not 
need money, as he had a good practice 
in Cleveland, and made a comfortable 
living. 


After the attack of nervousness had 


partially worn off, Mrs. 
Chadwick

says that Dr. Leroy S. Chadwick,' hus- 
band of Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, was 
interviewed by its correspondent in a 
Paris hotel. The interview, according 
to the World, includes the following: 
"Did you leave America because you 
knew the transactions charged against 
your wife were about to be venti- 
lated?" "No, I had not the slightest 
intimation that my wife had any such 
business 
connections," 
replied Mr. 


Chadwick. "Have you any idea why 
your wife used Andrew Carnegie's 
name instead of that of other im- 
mensely wealthy men, such as Rock- 
efeller or Morgan? Does she know 
Mr. Carnegie?" "As far as I know she 
does not know the famous Carnegie, 
and has never met him. But I believe 
she simply negotiated paper which she 
believed to be good. All this Is a stun- 
ning blow to me. I was absolutely 
without an inkling of such doings as 
my wife is accused of. She in no way 
needed monev."

The directors of the Wade Park 


bank have to a man determined to 
stand by Secretary Reynolds, and In- 
sist that he remain with the bank. He 
has offered to resign repeatedly dur- 
ing the past two weeks, but the .di- 
rectors have refused to accept the re-,- 
Ignation and declare that he shall re- 
tain his position. 


Given to Grand Jury. 


Both the federal and state authori- 


ties have united in the determination 
to keep Mrs. Chadwick behind prison 
bars until she is brought before either 
the federal grand jury or the grand 
Jury of this county to answer to the 
charges against her. 


The case of Mrs. Chadwick was to- 


day brought before the grand jury of 
Cuyahoga county. The investigation 
will extend only to the alleged forg- 
eries of the Carnegie notes, and a re- 
port from the jury is expected no later 
than Tuesday. It is the opinion of 
some leading attorneys of Cleveland 
that a charge of forgery can not be 
made to hold in connection with these 
notes. They declare that it is not an 
act of forgery for one person to write 
the name,of another, but that the of- 
fense lies in the attempt to negotiate 
such a signature for a specific value. 
This, they say, there is so far no evi- 
dence that Mrs. Chadwick has done. 
She has not sold or attempted to sell 
the notes for cash. She has not said 
that she would be glad to obtain 
money in exahange for them. 


According to an estimate of the es- 


tate of -Mrs. Chadwick, creditors as a 
whole will receive about \Vz mills on 
the dollar. What lends additional in- 
terest to this showing, from the cred- 
itors' standpoint, is that one man, Iri 
Reynolds, will receive the whole of 
the assets visible at the present time. 
There may be funds in reserve some- 
where, as there may be additional 
creditors who have not yet announced 
that Mrs. Chadwick is indebted to 
them, but it is not expected by 
bankers and attorneys of ,this city, 
who have the greatest knowledge 
of her affairs, that any more large 
loans will be developed. 


Her Reputed Operations. 


The extent of her operations is now 


believed to be approximately as fol- 
lows: Secured from Citizens' National 
bank of Oberlin and various sources in 
and about Lorain county, O., $500,000; 
borrowed from Herbert D. Newton, 
$190,000; borrowed from business men 
in Pittsburg, $500,000. Total, $1,190,- 
000. 
Against this stands security of 


known value of one note amounting to 
$1,800, which is held by Iri Reynolds. 


The amount of money received by 


Mrs. Chadwick in Pittsburg may run 
as high as $800.000. but it is believed 
that a portion of this sum is a bonus 
promised by her for an original loan 
of at 
least $500,000. Her creditor 


there figures that she is indebted to 
him for the larger amount, while she 
has admitted that she owes $500.000. 
If her debt in this direction is $SOO,- 
000, 
the probability in sight of the 


creditors is about 11-5 mills on the 
dollar.

behind the Kasan cathedral 


came a squadron of gendarmerie. The 
doors of adjoining courtyards were 
thrown back and battalions of police 
came out. A double squadron charged 
the flank of the demonstrators with 
drawn sabers. Five other squadrons 
encircled the rnob, cutting through 
the fringe of spectators, who gladly 
scurried to cover. The main wedge of 
the demonstrators stood fast only a 
moment or two. There was a sharp 
rattle of cutlasses and sabers, though 
the woundj showed the police struck 
plainly with the flat of their sabers. 
The women were especially fierce In 
their resistance. 
Many were struck 


and trampled. The fray lasted about 
10 minutes.

The Telegraph's corre- 
spondent before Port Arthur reports 
under date of Dec. 9 that there were 
desperate encounters last week. The 
belligerents, the correspondent adds, 
mutually recognize the Red Cross and 
collect the dead and wounded during 
temporary suspensions of 
fighting. 


The Daily Telegraph's Tien Tsin corre- 
spondent learns from official Japanese 
sources that theJapanese casualties at 
Port Arthur the latter part of October 
were 3,000 killed and 10,000 wounded.

prince gave the recipe to Colonel 
Thomas H. Symons of the army one 
day while they were riding around 
Washington viewing the sights. 


"Xhe prince was greatly pleased," 


said Colonel Syinons, ''to see the pro- 
fusion pf chrysanthemums that greet- 
ed him wherever he went. 
He was 


also amazed at the pertection to which 
the American Uorists have brought the 
stately flower. During one of our 
rides I was surprised and somewhat 
shocked to hear the prince say that 
the big blooms form an article of diet 
in Japan. I had always believed that 
the chrysanthemum was a sacred flow- 
er in the mikado's kingdom. 


"The method of preparing the flow- 


ers for the table, the prince said, was 
as follows: First immerse the blooms 
in boiling water for from five to six 
minutes. Then take them out of the 
hot water and plunge them in cold. 
After being thoroughly chilled the pe- 
tals are pulled off and are seasoned 
to taste with oil, vinegar, pepper and 
salt. This, the prince said, was a fa- 
vorite salad in his country with all 
classes. Not only are the fresh flow- 
el's used that way, the prince went on 
to say, but they are also dried for win- 
ter use.

A step toward the solution of the

a special dispatch from "Washington to 
the New York Times.

ian conditions in New York and be- 
lieves that the better classes there are 
handicapped by the presence of a law- 
less element. lie finds that the latter 
are greatly in the minority, but art- 
numerous enough to injure the pros- 
pects of their industrious and law abid- 
ing compatriots. 


In the south, where the problem of 


improving industrial conditions and 
getting reliable labor to replace the 
shiftless negro kind irf pressing, there 
is a desire to get Italians of the better 
class, and some railroads whose lines 
operate in southern states propo-'e to 
furnish tracts of land to Italian fann- 
ers at reasonable rates and enable them 
to build cottages, to be paid for on easy 
terms.

DEVOTED FOLLOWEE OP THE SEA 


Commander of the "Second Pacific 


Squadron" Has Spent 111* Whole 
Life In \aval AecouiiiUnhnieuts—lie 
!• Considered a Strict Dlnclpllna- 
rlan and a Capable Organizer—Dis- 
liked by His Officer*. 


Never has an armada started for wa 


aster as has descended upon Russia's 
Baltic squadron oil its emergence into 
the open sea, says the London C'hron 
icle. The man of the hour is emphat 
ically its commander, Hear Admira 
Z. P. Rojestvensky, who is now contin 
uing his three months' voyage to the 
Pacific with death in his rear and the 
menace of irretrievable ruin in front. 


Incensed as it is at the North sea 


tragedy, English public opinion is too 
just to arraign personally the Russian 
admiral before determining how far 
he and how far some of his reckless or 
"panicky" subordinates are responsi- 
ble. 
The restraint is creditable and 


will certainly be justified. 
Rojestven 


sky is the last Russian on earth to 
fight an imaginary danger by wreaking 
indiscriminate destruction. When the 
facts come out it will probably be 
found that certain Russian 
officers 


nerves were too much for them, that 
they acted without orders and that so 
far from the firing beginning through 
the admiral's orders it consed as soon 
as his fiagship became aware of the 
facts. 


For a few weeks to come Rojestven- 


sky's name will be associated exclu- 
sively with the North sea blunder, but 
that is not his position in history. As 
commander in chief of what Russians 
denominate the "second Pacific squad- 
ron" his fortune is bound up with 
bloodier if less exceptional events. His 
heterogeneous fleet is Russia's last 
hope, and he himself is an essential 
part of that hope. 


Rojestvensky 
is a comparatively 


young man. He was born near Mos- 
cow in 1848 and after getting the theo- 
retical, impractical. education of a 
Russian naval officer blossomed out 
suddenly as a hero. For two unexam- 
pled feats of bravery in the war of 
1877-78 he gained the St. George cross. 
He served in the Black and Baltic seas, 
gaining a high reputation as a seaman, 
and in 1903 abandoned seagoing for 
the post of chief of staff at the minis- 
try of marine. In a year he made a 
reputation. He had fought well with 
his sword, but fought a much harder 
battle for efficiency. Had that battle 
been decided before February, 1904, 
Russia's naval disasters before Port 
Arthur would probably never have 
taken place. 


Rojestvensky is a typical Russian 


and a typical naval officer. His men 
call him "Admiral Moltchalivi," the si- 
lent admiral, and taciturnity goes well 
with the reserved expression and man- 
ners of the Russian aristocrat. The na- 
val man shows himself in his tastes, 
for he is devoted to the sea not merely 
as a profession, but also as a life pas- 
sion. Rojestvensky Is always at sea. 
When tied to the ministry of marine 
he spent bis leisure navigating experi- 
mental craft and tiny sailing boats in 
the gulf of Finland. He has written of 
the sea, and it is said that his society 
friends dread him because he insists 
on talking of nothing but the sea. Such 
a. man ought to prove a good sailor, 
and, in fact, as a sailor and navigator 
not even Maknroff surpassed him. 


Rojestvensky is a stern disciplina- 


rian, but he differs from all disciplina- 
rians past and present. Blame in the 
form of a string of anathemas might 
be expected from a "silent admiral." 
Rojestvensky, however, is a humorist, 
and during the past few months he has 
been worrying his ill mated officers 


naen into efficiency by characteris- 


tic methods. Instead of storming and 
reprimanding, he issued periodically 
"general orders," holding up careless 
and ignorant officers to the derision of 
the fleet. 


''The commander in chief of the sec- 


ond Pacific squadron," runs one of 
these, "has to inform the fleet that 
study was the purpose for which Ca- 
dets D. and F. were appointed to the 
cruiser Aurora. TIip-=e young gentlemen 
have wrongly been given excessive 
leave, and the commander in chief now 
proposes to extend their holidays for 
such a lengthy period that they will 
be as weary of piny as they now are 
of work." A whole series of similar 
orders was issued, with the result that 
shirkers were terrified into hard work 
and ignoramuses into acquiring knowl- 
edge.

Washington; Dec! 12. —No hope is

of that body. The 


French treaty and a number of others 
have been pigeon-holed in the senate 
for some time, and there is no expecta- 
tion that they will be seriously consid- 
ered at this session of congress. Par- 
ticular disappointment is felt over the 
failure of the senate to act on the 
French treaty, as that was regarded 
as decidedly favorable to American 
products. In the present temper of the 
senate it is known that the president 
will not make any decided effort to 
negotiate any reciprocity treaties, as 
he does not believe there is any 
chance of their ratification in the 
senate. 


Week In the Senate. 


Washington, Dec. 12 —The principal 


event scheduled for the senate during 
the present week is the taking of the 
vote on the Philippine civil govern- 
ment bill, which is set down for next 
Friday at 3 o'clock. Under the agree- 
ment to vote the hill remains the un- 
finished business of the senate until 
that date, and it will have preference 
over all other questions in the matter 
of debate each day after 2 o'clock. 
Many Democratic senators are op- 
posed to the bill, but the best informa- 
tion obtainable is that there will be 
no general debate on the Philippine 
question, as they consider the passage 
of the bill a foregone conclusion. They 
will devote their efforts to securing a 
modification of some of the provisions 
which they regard as especially ob- 
noxious, giving special attention to 
bond and Chinese immigration clauses. 
After the vote on the Philippine bill 
on Friday the senate will adjourn until 
tin following Monday, and it is con- 
sidered doubtful whether much more 
business of general Importance will be 
then undertaken until after Christmas.
